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The New Jerusalem come down from God out of Heaven. 
Fellow helpers in the canse of God, a great work lies 
bofore you, thousands in our towns and cities are labour 
ing under the greatest delusion, yea, are suffering the 
vilest. oppression, by being taught to believe that God’ 
is a monster of cruelty, and that though he is merciful, 
His mercy does not endure for ever, this is blasphemy 
against the God of the heavens and of the earth, and 
all His works and ways condemn such practices. ‘Then 
let us endeavour to make ‘kuown the truth to the child- 
ren of men. ‘That God is not revengeful by punishing 
man for ever in a luke of fire and brimstone, with the 
devil and his angels. But that we shall suffer only in 
accordance with our deeds done in the body, and that it 
is wrong to. teach our fellow men these things, which 
cause the poor and distressed people to look upon God 
as a tyrant, sitting in the midst of the heavens, dealing 
out everlasting torment to the souls of the dead, and | 
reserving the bodies until a future day for a like punish- 
ment. Let us take to the hemes of the people, as 
Christ and His apostles did the true gospel, and though 
it may be said of us that we associate with sinners, let 
us not heed what may be said but endeavour to establish 
worship in the houses of the people, wether poor or 
otherwise.. But let this be said of us, the poor have 
the gospel preached unto them, for they huve more need 
of it, for several substantial reasons :—First, they are 
more ignorant than the rich, aid but few of the learned 
believe in the eternal torment, taught in the present day. 
But millions of the poor believe this doctrine and trem- 
ble when they dare to think upon it.—Secondly, they 
have less of this world’s good things, therefore they 
need consolation and comfort,— Thirdly, the trae 
gospel of Christ, will teach them to love their fellow 
men, to be kind and affectionate to each other, and thus 
it will cause drunkenness to cease, and with drunkenness | 
veing swept from amongst the people, poverty will not 
také sọ fast hold upon them. ‘They will be raised to a 
standard of morality the present doctrines fail, to estab- 
lish, since they will know that the drunkard suffereth 
as a drunkard, the infidel for his infidelity, the suicide 
for his rashness, the murderer for his crimes, aud. this 
pudishment we cannot escape in the world of immortal- 
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‘they ean no longer go.on in their sins and wickedness, 


repent, or express sorrow, and believe. Christ's death 
avails for them and. they go direct to heaven, whilst the 
victim of the muderer was cut off withouttime to repent. 
It would appear strange to the spirit of the murdered 
victim to be in the! same situation as the rich man des- 
cribed by Christ, aid the murderer be in the same sit- 
uation as Lazarus. . Would not the poor victim think 
and say that God was unmerciful and unjust? truly this 
might be said. If the murderer, suicide, infidel; and 
drunkard knew there was no eseape from his merited 
sufferings, but that they must meet face to face their 
injured victims and suffer their taunts and reproaches 
until they were purified from every evil, they would 
pause ere they committed themselves to these acts unless 
they had grown desperate and past being reclaimed, yet 
it is seldom if ever this point be reached. And as: they 
reach this higher standard of morality, ignorance. will 
decrease, and they will know what are their just rights, 
religiously and politically, and will soon discover what 
will remove their present poverty; and thus decrease 
their dependanee upon. the charity of the rich, and 


| decrease the duties of the Poor-Law Officers, in fact 


they will not be required when this time cometh. But 
while men labour under this great delusion of eternal 
torment and salvation at the eleventh hour, things will 


continue as they are. 

We here invite those of the higher ranks in society who wish 
to see every eyil swept from the earth, to assist in taking the gos- 
pel to the homes of the poor, and teach every man to make his 
honse his place of worship, and form themselves into a universal 
chureh, singing the same praises, offering the same prayers, and 
then, aud not till then, will they see poverty and crime banished 


from the earth.
